The child was sleeping in the baby 


carriage under the tree and the moth- 
er was working on the pack porch of 
her home nearby. 
The latter heard 


the rattle and turning around saw 
the snake, which was three feet and 
a half long, climbing up the side of 
the carriage. She immediately siezed 
a hoe standing on the porch and rush- 
ed out to the carriage and, striking 
the reptile killed it immediately. If 
she had been a few moments later 
the snake would have been in the car- 
riage where it would have been im- 
possible to kill it without injuring the 
child. 


The snake was three feet and a 


half long and had eleven rattles. This 
is the first time in several years that 
a large rattlesnake has been killed -BO 
near town.
